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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant' argues the rejection of claim 1 on 
page 7 of the response. Specifically, the applicant argues that the identifier 24 is shown in Figure 3(a) and is not shown in Figure 3(b) 
while the internal surface and the receiving portion 54 exist in Figure 3(b) and not Figure 3(a), and thus the rejection under 35 USC 102(a) 
is overcome. The examiner respectfully disagrees. The applicant's analysis of Kawa et al. is incorrect. Figure 3(a) corresponds to the 
prior art shown in Figure 4, while Figure 3(b) corresponds to Kawa et al.'s invention shown in Figure 1. Thus the internal surface 54 and 
receiving portion shown by Kawa et al. in Figure 3(b) does exist simultaneously as the indentifier shown as 20a in Figure 1. Please also 
refer to paragraph [0029]. Also, the examiner did not state that 24 was the "identifier" in Figure 3(a) of Kawa et al., but rather the examienr 
stated in the the rejection that 20a shown in Figure 1 is the claimed "identifier". In fact, the examienr never used Figure 3(a) in the 
rejection of claim 1 . Therefore the rejection is proper. The applicatn's other arguments are similar tot hose of claim 1 and are treated 
similarly.. 
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
